Nuernberg, Germany, May 3 — 


(/P)—Grand A'dm. Karl Dccnitz tes- 
tified today that the German navy 
was so unprepared for the recent 


j war that, in one month, it was able 
to send out only two submarines. 


The former commander of the 
Germany navy, on trial with 22 
others on war crimes charges, told 
the International Military Tribun- 
al that the outbreak of che war 
found Germany with 30 or 40 U- 
boats, of which only n ihird could 
be used at a time 


He said che navy iiad io discon- 


tinue work on capital ships, 
ex- 
cept those noaring completion, and 
concentrate every effort on build- 
ing submarines. 


"That is the reason 
submarine 


warfare really 
started 
in 1942. 


when those we started building at 
the outbreak of the war were put 
into service." Doenitz said. 
"In 


1940, our replacements hardly cov- 
ered losses." 


He charged that

The Inleaslatc Commerce Comm- 
ission's order last year raising rail- 
road freight rates 10 per cent in 
i .lie North and East and reducing 
them 10 per cent in the South and 
West was upheld yesterday by a 
three-judge iedcrat court 
sitting 
at Ulica, N. Y.. 


The court dismissed the protest 


of nine Northern and Eastern slat- 
es, and dissolved a temporary in 
Junction which had been grantee 
last December to stop tnc ICC from 
publishing its new rates. 


The cl'tcct of the Utica decision 
is to give federal court endorse 
mcnt to what was previously mero- 
j'y a federal bureau's opinion —and

U. S. Steel was big enough to 
force even Pittsburgh to admit a 
Western point into the charmed 
circle of rail rates. This took place 
in our own time. 


But not until 1945 did the ICC 


finally recognizs the injustice arb- 
itrary rail rates worked on South- 
ern and Western industry general- 
-ly, and issued its epochal ruling 


• ^"hitting the North and starting the 
return of parity for the South. 
. And now this bureau ruling has 
been uphold by a federal court.

United States in Europe 
Is Not A New Idea

West." again sets in motion ideal 
istic gears which almost meshed in 
1929 
after generations of study. 


-Britain's "famous war-time prime 
minister offers this startling plan 
at a moment of grave crisis in the 
relations between Russia and the 
Western" Allies. It's only a couple 
o£ days ago that he made another 
appeal Cor a faithful understanding 
with the Soviet Union through the 
United Nations — for "only in this 
way can catstrophe be avoided. 


It is noteworthy that this isn t 


the first time Churchill has turned 
to such unity for strength. On that 
black seventeenth of June, 1940, 
when France in her agony appealed 
to Germany for peace, his gov- 
ernment offered to conclude a "sol- 
emn'act of union", with France. 
This projected the actual merging 
of the British and French empires 
so that they should "no longer be 
two but one Franco-British union." 


One wishes that

might-give us the benefit of a fur- 
ther analvsis of his: present proiect, 
'especially, of that expression '.'both 
'ot the klEast and -West." It is- ob-

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Churchill's Proposal of A 
United States in Europe 
Is Not A New Idea

Churchill's 
dramatic 


proposal of a "United States 
ot 
Europe, both ot the 
East 
and 
West." again sets in motion ideal 
istic gears which almost meshed in 
1929 
after generations of study. 


-Britain's "famous war-time prime 
minister offers this startling plan 
at a moment of grave crisis in the 
relations between Russia and the 
Western" Allies. It's only a couple 
o£ days ago that he made another 
appeal Cor a faithful understanding 
with the Soviet Union through the 
United Nations — for "only in this 
way can catstrophe be avoided. 


It is noteworthy that this isn t 


the first time Churchill has turned 
to such unity for strength. On that 
black seventeenth of June, 1940, 
when France in her agony appealed 
to Germany for peace, his gov- 
ernment offered to conclude a "sol- 
emn'act of union", with France. 
This projected the actual merging 
of the British and French empires 
so that they should "no longer be 
two but one Franco-British union." 


One wishes that 
Mr. 
Churchill 


might-give us the benefit of a fur- 
ther analvsis of his: present proiect, 
'especially, of that expression '.'both 
'ot the klEast and -West." It is- ob- 
vious that,Russia,.by bringing- vir- 
tually all of eastern -Europe and vhe 
Balkans within its -sphere of influ 
ence. already has created an East- 
ern United •States.-.It remains but 
to build a western coalition and 
then tr- to'cbrdinale. the. two. 


The idea of a European political

during the nineteenth century. The

the United States of Afnerica in 
maintaining its union of forty-eight 
states.

Byrnes Accepts 
Red Demand But 
Clash Is Ahead

Molotov promptly disputed 
the 
last point. He said naval vessels 
were legitimate booty of war. and 
should be apportioned among the 
victorious powers as such, and not 
as reparations. 
Byrnes retorted that booty could 
be claimed only by those who had 
captured it, and the Russians had 
captured no Italian naval vessels. 
The positions of British Foreign 
Secretary Bevin and French For- 
eign Minister George Bida'ult could 
not be learned immediately.
